But it ſeems there 3s no remedy ; Trahendus 
nifi zt ; and nothing 15s now left to me but the 
glory of Obeying : and indeed the great and ma- 
nifold favours of your Family, even from your 
Grandfather , ( ſometime High-Sheriff of this 
County alſo) have been ſo entailed upon me, that 
they have dewoted me, and all my nothing, yours 
for ever. whe 

Accept then theſe Sermons as your own crea- 
tures, the mere produG of your command ; and 
if they reproach your Judgment blame your 
affeStions, and that loyal veal which made you 
approve what ever was uniſon to it. | 

The ſame loyal zeal hath ſomewhat influenced 
me towards this Publication: and in ſuch a ſtate 

of times and things it 15-not eafie to.refurain it. 
E know both: King and Church have many more 
karned Champions, all preſſ'd and ready in 
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"Þ Zo 4 oe a. 
their defence : but in Majeſtatis reos quiliber 
homo miles. And,when I obſery'd the Church 
rent into Mille Familiarum nomina ; and 

thoſe ſuch as do Adificare ad delicum , Ani- 
mate each other to Schiſm and Diviſion. When 
theſe ſtill fleal the Preſs, that they may fleal 

away the hearts of the People from their Sove- 
raign : and, (which is an Impudence not to be 
out-vyd) craye, by their fill Clamorous 
Pamphlets a Toleration to do it ;- and, the ful-

Indencure, or Covenant, as fome Ng- 
veliſts; nor have they a Grant onely, dum bene ſe geſ- 
ſerint, as others: Tertullians Inde illis Poteſtas unde

__nors are in their Wait is plain here 3 bur, that Forms E 
of Government ſhould be ſo, would impoſe a ſlavery 
upon the Office, in ſtead of ſervice upon the Perſon, 
The God of Order hath placed Heads in every Na- 
tion, who hold by Copy in regard of Eſſence and 7ſti- 
tution; And, ſo in regard of office and Funttion allo : 
Suboperarii theſe Servants are; not 4s, ſo Peo- 
ple as well as Princes do avArueis mw xverw, do Pri- 
vate Service to the Lord; but aaToupyoi, Gods Pub- 
lick Servants, and ſerve him one way as Men in Com- 
mon with others, Pſal, 2.10. Be wiſe now therefore 0 
Je Kings, be inſirudted O ye Fudges of the Earth, ſerve 

F the Lord in reverence and in fear:. Another way as 
| Kings, when by their Edits they diſcourage Vice, 
and countenance them that do well. 

Yea, we find the Stile of Gods Servant given to 
Heathen Infidel Princes, Fer, 25, v.9, Nebucadnes- 
Zar is called Gods Servant: And, in another place 
Balthazar his Son, becauſe of his Shadow, 1ſa 44. 
V. 28, Cyrus is called Gods Shepherd, one of the 

' Toes Azwy ; and, the Roman Emperour here in my 
Text : God hath Imployment for them helow the 
Stairs, thc ugh they have not acceſs into the Privy= 
Chamber, matters of Faith and Relieios, 

They may be Hewers of Wood, and Drawers of 
Water for the' Sand#nary, though the Arcana _

their Scent, purſuing their Game ill they catch ir, 
St. Mark, Chap. 3. Yerſ. 9. applies it to Tugging 
af a pair of Oares3 St, Luke to Prayers, which ſhould 
be without ceaſing: So theo, the Diligent Overſeer, 
the V Vaiting Fer7y-man, the Sagacious Hound; nay, 
the Devout Soxl, in his Prayers, doth not ( according 
to theſe expreſſions) Outvye theſe Servants of God 
tn their Attendance, QPunum nulle Erumng nos are 
aliqua avellere poſſunt , (auth Stephanusz There is a 
Grain of Patient Suffering under the Burden, in his 
word Toleranter, And; this mindes me.of our late 
Martyr d Soveraigns VV hat contradiftionof —_

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he ſMffer'd, and, VVith what patience? wherein, 
though he was more Eminent and Glorious, yer; ſome- 
thing like this ſeems to Bethe fate of all Kings! Se- 
lexcus long fince deliver'd his Opinion ; and, one of 
our Henryes ſeconded him, If we knew with what 
inward Cares a Crown was lin'd , we would not take 
it up thoughy it lay proftrate at our feet : The Gilding 
of their Heads breaks their ſleep; their Heads are 
Muſing, whil'ſt yours are Powdering, Chryſofto- 
mus ſayes, The Crown is a convenient Night-Cap 
for the continual Head-ache of Princes: The 0yle 
of Gladneſs is indeed in the Aarepyar Ts 88, look- 
ing upwards ; but, the Spirit of Sadneſs in this meyg- 
oxapleegurirs , eyeing their Attendance below: And, 
this made Yeſpaſiay call their Purples Monrning Gar- 
ments; ſaying, They carried more of Fancy, then Fe- 
licity: The Holy Ghoft ſpeaks no leſs,. 4s 25, 23. 


Miz ToAkns Parlacias* feripps and Bernice came 


with much Fancy. God, that built the Temple upon
